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Preface 


The best Indian sciences, religion, philosophy, dntnas 
literature politics and epics are the productions of the 
Mabarisbis. These are intellectual giants like the Hima 
layan Monntai&a and all others to the vroild are pigmies 
before them. The why of this may not be known to QS, but 
ihe facts are there. Works, therefore, from the brains of 
the Maharishis stand oonvallec! and they are colhssal in 
nature. Maharishi Jaimini is a great intellect and his sutras 
are very valuable I make no apology to introduce them to 
the public in the simplest, English garb. The sutras will and 
have to speak for tbemselvas They are more than /tv* 
theusaad year/ old and valuable to command attention and 
respect from all classes of readers, Indian or Toreign Tbooe 
which have stood btiUiantly for 5 or 10 thousand years old 
without losing their brtlhaiicy are real intellectual gem whiob 
everybody should covet to possess These /itie tAfutanit years 
instead e( diminishing tbeir lostre, have added further hrillt 
■ancy to the sutras. The commeotators have dons invaluble 
service and all their extensive interpretations and clear argu- 
ments, cannot be incorporated or embodied n short notes of 
mine If they are to be assimileted Into the real explana 
tions of the sutras. the bulk of the present volume would 
increase by ten fold and cause tremendous discouragement to 
the students who would like to pursue the easiest way, and 
learn something of Jaimim sutras, which have b*en sailed 
letters to the rngllsh knowing public Even the great ^ans. 
krit scholars hod the sutras hard nuts to crack and often 
they give them up for want of patiencei devotion and tech 
nicsl difficulties in the way. I have been only a student in 
Astrology and kindred sciencei, although I have had 55 years 
of study and practice. Astrology ti a grand ocean, contain*

lOg foar bacdred thousand stanzas or verses, and require^ 
certainly centuries for its grasp and comprebension. After 
all our brains can take in only a fetv stanzas from the exten- 
sive literoture, but for brilliant intellects, a knowledge of the 
few fundamental principles, will enable (hem to grasp the 
sciences and make good progress in the course of a few 
years I have done my best in this English Translation, 
and 1 leave the readers to jndge of my honest labours in 
propounding sutraic prttciple*. Witbin my bumble know- 
ledge none of our learned scbo'ars seem to ba\e taken the 
trouble* or made attempts to translate these aphorisms of 
Maharishi JaimiEi and I am proud to say I am the brst in 
the field of translation to l>a>e undertaken this difficult task. 
Coostruelive criticisms are always welcome and I shall be 
grateful to them who offer sncb observations. Destractive 
cnticisms most be treated with supreme contempt. One who 
is not an adept in a subiect will be a sorry critic. He can be 
left alone. 
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An Introduction to the valuable Jaiminisutras will bs an 
uncalled for luxury The profundity and brevity of these 
sutras have called forth the highest admiration from all 
readers during the last f*fty centuries My pen is too 
bumble to do them justice or bring tbeir majesty bsfore-thc 
public in that dignified form in which the on, cn.il sutras 
stand ID Sanshrlt They eloquently speak for their intrinsic 
value- To frame short sutras with comprehensive mean* 
mgs IS not given to ordinary mortals Mahanshis of Araya 
vartha alone have framed sutras. None else could do them 
No one has done them in the world It requires not only the 
command over the Sanskrit language but u also requires 
coDSummate scholarship lo the Science of Astrology and 
kindred subjects to frame sutras 1 be readers should parti 
eularly remember that/yoMraAj in Sanskrit means light and 
the 'ense which sees and feels the light It is the clear 
vision of the Vedas Of the Vedic shadangas this is the most 
important- Without the help of Jyotisba, Vedas would be 
blind We want clear Light over alt our events, past, 
present, and the most desirable future What other sciences 
can pretend or have pretended to do this service for mankind 2 
From where and from what previous states of existence 
have we come ? What will be our success and failures in the 
p esent state and where are we going to live after the separa- 
tion of Jttva from the Deha or the Life from the physica'- 
Btincturel What are our thoughts, deeds and aspirations m 
this life, and how far do we succeed in our aims and is whal 
manner cen we do so? Do the planets influence us and are 
we directed under their comiiwnd? If not, what have they to 
do with us ? How do they exercise their influences over usp 
and how can we correctly calcnlate them and guide our 
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destiDies in their light, averting evils and enhancing good 
Who are the mcst famous writers on Astrology, and T.hat 
are their pretentions ’ Are there any other sciences which 
can help us in these directions ? 

\U these and many mote pertiueot and releveot questions 
are asked both by beli6\ers 'ind non believers of this science 
Such questions are no doubt ^ety important and are to the 
point I am proud to say that almost all -such relevent or 
irrelevent questions on Astrology and remedies proscribed 
by Astrology and Dhatmasasiras, have been clearly and 
convincingly ansn ered by me in my Iniroduclton to the Studj/ 
e/ Ajtrolagy in the Ltgh'o/ Mtdern Scitncet The Introduction 
extends o\er 78 pages of closely printed matter and I must 
refer my readers to that for fuller details and informaboot 
Jaimioi<utras have not been translated into English by any 
body la India, so far as my knowledge goes Neither is it 
so very easy to translate <utras into proper English The 
meaning of a small sjtra «oroetime8 may be developed into 
stoat printed volume English langoage is incapable of 
framing sutras and much less for their b*ing translated into 
concise and abort sentences Id its present form and coos* 
truction the English laogaage i8 quite unfit for framing 
sutras Thes“ sutras are profound schslarly and unique in 
their compositton anidefy all competition They comprehend 
a vast amount of knowledge in the shortest forms possible and 
have been frame 1 graciously by Maharishi Jttmtoi, for the 
benefit of the world Heaipenly i>s so In the end of these 
sutras th“ author temarl s that a I that he has written it 
quite tru*, as th*s9 irot'-s have b^en propounded by the still 
earlier Maaarishts Pitar aha or Brahma, Vyisa, Parasara, 
Vassta.Girgi Dhrigu Sutya, Chandra, IJnhaspathl, Sultra» 
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M afaarisbi has explained tho Astrologieal principles, will 
suieljr make the students masters IQ this line 

The sutras being short andsneet can eisilf be committed 
to memory and this ts the greatest advantage Sanskrit 
sutras possess over other languages in the wo Id I have 
quoted the original sutras in the transliteration system so 
that those who know Sanskrit may eisily follow the sutras 
and my translation and notes and correct any mistakes, 
which may have crept into my translations either through 
ignoiance or oversight I have given the criginal Sanskrit 
words and have e'vplained them m easy Liigl sh as I have 
understood them Sanskrit alone commands sutras We 
have Brahmasutras or Uttara Mimamsa by Vyasa, Jaimini 
sutras or Poorva Mimamsa Grihyasutra* Vyakaranasutras, 
and ether sutras on varions subjects by Mahaiishis Sueh 
wonderful display of sutras is quite peculiar to Sanskrit 
and I have not heard of the existence of such a system of 
sutras in any other language in the world 

Those who are better scholars than myself in Astrology 
Astronomy, Sanskrit and English may point out my inaccu 
racies correct them for the benefit of the world and thus 
earn not only my gratitude bnt also of the cultured huma 
city in general Since this translation is the first of its kind 
ID the field on JaimiDisutras I reccmmend this work to all 
lovers in astrology Those who do not behave in Astrology 
Will do well to read the translation and apply the principles 
to their own horoscopes and see how beautifully the results 
agree with the positions of planets I>uty to s-ience and 
literalure rrquires eier> eensible man, T ho hat the good of

Everyone cannot compass 
a sutra 4 su/ra, to be a sound one, mast have certain 
characteristic features and unless tbc:»e cond lions are satisfied 
they cannot piss rnuster under the bending of a su/ra In 
Englisht so far as my humb'e knonhdga and practical 
experience go, it looks impo sib*e to fram* a su/ra as the 
Sanskrit antbors have composed and conceived it The 
defects of languages cannot be <et right, by cidinary men 
and u IS hopeless to make such attempts Jaimini through 
his great sympathy and love for the p»op’e framed these 
sufroi aad they have to be interpreted os certain principles 
which the Sanskrit writers have laid down for our guidance 
and education The bnevity of a rutrd is its distieguiibing 
feature, and it can easily be committed to memory even by 
the crdmary students Somehow or other, Sanskrit language 
seems to have a close afEuity lo strengthen and improve 
memory H«ve we ev er seeo an advocate or a judge who is 
able to repeat a few sections of any legal book? Is there any 
English knowing person who cau repoat a play of Shakespeare 
or a few pages of any dictionary’ lo Sanskrit, Dasopanisbads 
are easily committed to memory There are Daivedis and 
Thjivedis who easily commit to memory one, two and three 
Vedas and repeat them with an ease whch surpnses the 
bearers. There arc many who have commuted to memory the 
Sacsknt lexicon ‘Amara" and quote its stanzas offhand 
with the greatest ease. Bhagavata, Bharata, Hamayana and 
other extensive works are easily committed to memory. 
Kavyss an I Ivatikas, Epics an! Dramas lorn no exception. 
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Astrologic&Utterature, i7hether it be sstroaomical calculation 
or astrological Phalabhaga, has been committed to memor)' 
and I can repeat more than 2 or 3 thousand slokas, iritbuut 
any paper or pencil The discussion of the learned Brahmin 
Pandits, IS a source of great delight to the audience They 
bring neither books, nor notes, oar papers, nor any rtferences 
when they come for great assemblies wcere their knowledge 
in the several branches of Sanskrit wilt be tested and where 
they receive due rewards The greatest Indian Pandit has 
hardly anything which deserves the name ol a library, where 
as the poorest equipped Crglisb reader kee s up a decent 
library. Are not then the heads of thes) Pandits mors 
valuable than the beids o( the greatest English acho ars 
who have to telet to books (or consvanl renewal of their 
BetnetKS?

the religious yogis, the vedaotists, the jugglers, buffoons andl 
other artistes would flock to my place For fuller details, the 
readers are referred to my Autobiography My astrological 
instircts were stirred up by Thogaray Ramasastry at Banga* 
lore whilelX was in the P. A. class.
